The price of $303 an acre which the 
jury in common pleas court decided 
was a true valuation for Joseph A.

of 
Appeals, 
which refused to find error in the, 
proceedings of the lower court. 
The Miami Conservancy District, 
plaintiffs in error in the action in 
the court of Appeals, made an effort 
to have the lower court revers ch). The 
Shade farm is one of those condemned 
for sale to the Miami Conservancy 
Board. The appraisers fixed a valua­ 
tion of $190 an acre on the place, and 
Mr. Shade took the case to common 
pleas court. The case was tried twice, 
the first time a verdict of $280 an 
acre being the valuation decided upon 
by tile jury. 
The conservancy se­ 
cured a new trial and tho second jury 
gave a verdict for $303 an acre.

Government Urges That Care Be 
Taken to See Meat Is Prop- 
* erly Cooked. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 
At this season there is especial dan­ 
cer of illness following the cating of 
pork th a t is raw or only partially 
cooked. 
Of course, most Am ericans 
lo not knowingly consume uncooked 
jork. although it is eaten not infre- 
luently cither as raw hum or in saus- 
iges th a t have been insufficiently cook­ 
ed. 
At hog-killing tim e particularly 
here are m any home-made m eat prod­ 
ucts prepared on the farm , and con­ 
sequently special care should be taken 
to m ake sure th a t pork, before it is 
'aten, is sufficiently cooked. 
The disease known as trichinosis, 
which may result from eating raw or 
im perfectly cooked pork, is caused by 
microscopic worms known as trichinae. 
These parasites in years past have 
been found to be present in one out of 
71 hogs, and if the presence of^ dead 
trichinae and trichinalike bodies is in­ 
cluded in the count, an average of on© 
nut of every 39 hogs has been found 
affected. 
Unlike), many other in feo 
tious diseases, the severity of the at­ 
tack of trichinosis depends upon the 
cumber of parasites swallowed. Large 
quantities of slightly infected pork 
must lie eaten in order to produce bad 
affects; but, on the other hand, severe 
lines? m ay be caused by eating small 
tm ounts of pork that Is heavily in­ 
fected.
